KOBE, Jan. 6—The plague Is now 


considered to have totally disappeared 
from Kobe. No fresh case has been, 
reported eince the 23d ult, and all the , 
houses which had been isolated have 
been released from quarantine. 


Another case of plague, the patient 


belonging to the Kanekin Spinning 
Mill, was on Friday reported at Osaka, 
bringing the total number of cases 
since the outbreak up to 34. 


We learn that Dr. Baba, the member 


of the medical staff of the Plague In- 
spection Office, who was infected by 
the plague, died at noon on the 2d 
Inst Prior to his death, his salary 
was increased from 75 yen to 100 yen, 
in recognition of his services. On hia 
death his family was presented with 
500 yen, five months' salary, and 100 
yen for funeral expenses. Governor 
Kikuchi, Secretary Nishlgawa and 
Chief Police Inspector Yoshlml 
are 


taking steps to raise a subscription for 
the relief of his family. 


We also learn that Dr. Wakabayashi, 


who was also Infected by the plague, 
expired at about 6 p. m. on the same 
day. 


A Prefectural order was issued on 


the 4th inst by the Hyogo Kencho an- 
nouncing that rags, etc., even though 
disinfected according to Prefectural or- 
der No. 76, Issued last month, would 
not be allowed to be transmitted out 
of Kobp city.

KOBE, Jan. 8—We regret to learn 


that another doctor In Osaka has been 
declared to be Infected by plague. Dr 
Nakayama Tokuye, aged 47. president 
of the Ryuhel Hospital, fell ill on the 
5th mat and was removed to the In- 
fections Diseases Hospital on the fol- 
lowing day as suffering from the dis- 
ease. It appears that on the 31st Dr. 
Nakayama Inspected Adachi Rlhel and 
his wife (connected with the Kanekin 
Weaving & Spinning Co ), who were 
attacked by plague and died and sub- 
sequently attended several other pa- 
tients.

PLAGUE CASE. 


Ng Gee, young male Chinese 


servant of Mrs. S. Roth, diag- 
nosed yesterday afternoon as a 
certain case of plague. Presi- 
dent Wood also made an exam- 
ination and approved the diag- 
nosis. 
Was considered some- 


what suspicious on Monday, 
and guard was placed around 
premises Monday night. Tem- 
perature 102; bubo in left fem- 
oral gland. 


A SUSPECT. 


A Japanese was placed in the 


suspect Ward of the Kalihl de- 
tention camp hospital yester- 
day afternoon. At the Health 
Office last night it was stated 
the Japanese was not a clear 
case of plague as yet. 


"It is a significant fact," said Presl 


dent Wood yesterday morning, "that 
there have been no cases of plague In 
any of the detention camps for two 
-days. With nearly ten thousand peo- 
ple huddled up, we have expected 
•cases of plague to break out, but this 
makes me more hopeful of the general 
situation." 


Unhappily, the two days' record was 


•broken last evening by the case of Ng 
Gee, the servant of Mrs. S. Roth, who 
resides at the corner of Kinau and 
Piikol streets. On Monday afternoon 
Dr. Raymond was called to see the 
young man. He then considered It a 
•case of fever. The people in the bouse 
were rather uneasy, and the man was 
badly frightened. However, there was 
•enough suspicion about the patient's 
•condition to report the matter to the 
Board of Health, and a health guard, 
who was instructed not to disclose his 
iadge, was sent to the premises to 
prevent any of the other servants 
leaving. 


Yesterday morning the guard was 


removed, as it was thought then that 
there was no suspicion to be attached 
to the case. Late yesterday afternoon 
Dr. Raymond called President Wood to 
personally examine the man. Know- 
ing . that his presence would be the 
signal for the other servants to de- 
camp, President Wood was accompa- 
nied by the ambulance and guards. 
The examination showed conclusively 
that the man was a positive case of 
plague, a bubo having developed in 
the left femoral gland; his tempera- 
ture then registering 102. He was re- 
moved to the pesthouse and the other 
eervants were cent to one of the de- 
tention camps. 


The sleeping-quarters of the young 


man are a considerable distance from 
the house and can easily be destroyed 
without interfering with the Roth res- 
idence. Mrs. Roth stated to President 
Wood that the man stayed upon the 
premises continually, but on account 
of the distance of the cottage from the 
bouse It would have been an 
easy 


matter for the young man to have 
gone away during the night A friend 
who has been staying with, the patient 
is also In special detention. 


The suspect at the Kallhi camp IB a 


Japanese who was considered 
suffi- 


ciently III to be placed in the suspect 
ward, there to await developments. He 
has not as yet been declared a plague 
patient 


The little Chinese boy taken from 


King, near Richards street, some time 
ago, was reported' last evening as 
slightly worse. Mrs. Franz was stated 
to be merely holding her own, and the 
rest of the patients were progressing 
favorably. 


Yesterday afternoon was a busy one 


for the health guard officers. All the 
health guards who have been patrol- 
ling, infected houses and premises dur- 
ing the last ten days were paid off and 
the majority of them discharged from 
further duty. Being paid at the rate 
of $3 a day, this- Item of expense 
amounted to nearly $9,000. Of this 
amount $1,000 will be paid, today.

Health yesterday afternoon all the 
members were present.

Citizens' Sanitary Committee. 


F J. Lowrey, inspector of District 


24, was appointed a member of 
the 


Board of Health yesterday and there- 
fore tendered his resignation as an 
Inspector. The resignation was ac- 
cepted by the committee and W. R. 
Castle appointed as Inspector of Dis- 
trict 24, which is described as follows: 
"From Alapai to Pensacola streets, be- 
tween Beretania street and the foot- 
hills." 


Judge W. L. Stanley has been act- 


ively assisting the committee since 
its organization, having had charge of 
the registering and assigning of in- 
spectors and general executive work 
in the office. A resolution was adopt- 
ed by the committee yesterday, re- 
questing the Board of Health to ap- 
point Judge Stanley a me'mber of the 
committee, in order that he might 
have full authority to act when neces- 
sary. 


Numerous reports have come to the 


committee from Inspectors of the large 
number of mangy dogs encountered by 
them on their tours. In several in- 
stances, also, the inspectors have been 
Interfered with in their duties by at- 
tacks from the brutes. In almost ev- 
ery Instance, too, the dogs have no 
tags. The committee accordingly re- 
quested the Marshal yesterday to en- 
force the dog-tag law. It is to be hoped 
the dog-catcher will appear on the 
scene forthwith both as a sanitary 
measure and as a protection to the 
shins of the sanitary Inspectors. 


Numerous requests have come to the 


committee for permits to allow 
the 


transfer of merchandise and baggage 
from one part of the city to another. 
The committee does not consider that 
it has jurisdiction over this matter, as 
Ita authority relates to the changing 
of the residents of persons and their 
effects and not to merchandise. Sev- 
eral persons were referred yesterday 
to the committee by authorities at the 
Board of Health, and Colonel Fisher 
was therefore appointed a committee 
of one to arrive at an understanding 
with the Board as to what the commit- 
tee's powers were to be in this matter. 


The committee having ascertained 


that people, more particularly Chinese, 
were going back and forth to the other 
side of the Island over the difficult 
pass at the head of Kallhl valley, post- 
ed a guard there day before yesterday. 
The results have shown that this was 
done none too soon, as the guard have 
already turned back two persons from 
Koolau and half a dozen from the Ho- 
nolulu side who were attempting to 
cross the pass. A guard is now main- 
tained at the head of the valley day 
and night. They have been instructed 
hereafter not to turn back anybody, 
but to arrest any one attempting to 
pass either way. The guards have 
been armed with shotguns and In- 
structed to use them if necessary to 
enforce their authority. 


A particularly aggravated case of 


extortion was brought to the attention 
of the committee yesterday. A man 
in the Government employ who had 
been acting as a paid Inspector in 
Chinatown had made the round of a 
1 number of Chinese stores and 
levied 


tribute in the way of hats, clothes, 
cigars, etc 
One of them finally com- 


plained, and the matter was brought 
home to the young man. Under fear 
of exposure and prosecution 
for ex- 


tortion. he forthwith made payment 
fpr all that he had taken. The com- 
mittee felt, however, that further no- 
tice should be taken of the matter and 
reported It to the head of the depart- 
ment employing him, and he was dis- 
charged forthwith. The name of the 
young man is withheld from publica- 
tion solely out of consideration for his 
family.

ft CANAL BATTLE COMING 


Earnest Effort Being Made to Carry 


Through the Nicaragua Bill at 


the Present Session, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The Senate 


Committee on Later-oceanic canals to- 
day agreed unanimously to report a bill 
for the construction of one Nicaragua!! 
Canal. The bill is Che same as that re- 
ported favorably in the House by the 
Committee on Inter-state and Foreign 
Commerce with a few verbal amend- 
ments. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A special to 


the Herald from Washington.-says: 


Construction of the Nicaragua canal 


is to be insisted upon to both Houses 
of Congress, wli.houi regard to the com- 
mission recently appointed by bhe Pres- 
ident to consider the feasibility of the 
various routes. 
The House Committee has already 


agreed to report the Hepburn canal 
bill, and the Senate committee on in- 
ter-oceanic canals of which Mr. Mor- 
gan is chairman agreed today, with 
practical unanimity, upon the same 
course. 
It is expected that the decision to 
report the bill will oe reached shortly. 
This measure will not be pressed at 
present, it being the desire of Senator 
Morgan to await tne action of the 
House, although if these should be de- 
lay In that body independent consider- 
ation will be asked, in the Senate. 


Mr. Hepburn's bill contemplates full 


American control of the canal, with 
authority to fortify t'he work. It is this 
provision which has attracted bhe at- 
tention of diplomats in Washington, 
especially representatives of the En- 
glish and German governments. It is 
in violation 
of the Clayton-Bulwer 


treaty 'between the United States and 
Great Britain in Which both countries 
agree upon Joint control of any inter- 
oceanic canal, 
It Is a mooted question whether or 


not this treaty has been abrogated, 
Great Britain holding that it Is stLl in 
force and this view having been ac- 
quiesced in by all administrations up to 
Uie present. It ia said to 'be lie view 
of this administration. 
Great Britain signL.ed her willing- 
ness to formally abrogate the treaty 
sometime ago if the United States 
would guarantee the neutrality of the 
canal, but the negotiations were ab* 
suptly ended when the high Joint com- 
imlsslon dissolved, owing to the unwil- 
lingness of the British 
ministry 
to 


show further friendliness to the United 
States at the risk of displeasing 
Canada. 
' 
The action of the Senate and House 


Committee indicates a purpose to con- 
struct a canal under American control. 
This would probably be followed by a 
system of discriminating tolls, a situa- 
tion which Is mot acceptable to Great 
Britain. 
Germany made some inquiries re- 


garding* the purpose of the United 
States when bhe Hepburn bill was dis- 
cussed during the last session of Con- 
gress, but upon assurance that the 
United States would neutralize the 
canal, these Inquiries were not pressed. 
It is certain however, that any serious 
effort to press the bill in its present 
form will lead to diplomatic corres- 
pondence. 
The Hepburn -bill appropriates $140,- 


000,000 for tihe construction oj 
tfce 


canal.

More Hydrants Necessary for Suc- 


cessful Work--The Question of 


Hose—Praise for Men 


(From Thursday's Dally ) 


Ju speaking of Honolulu fire depart- 


ment and the work done. Chief Hunt 
said last night that In order to ensure 
successful work it is necessary that 
more flre hydiants throughout the en- 
tire city and llstrlcts be put in. 


"Hydrants should 
never be more 


than BOO feet apart," said the Chief, 
"and the mains should be at least fif- 
teen inches in diameter 
With our 


present system sometimes a four-inch, 
and again an eight-inch main will be 


j found, and when, say, 1,000 feet 
of 


1 hose Is run out, even when we do get 


i a decent water supply, the pressure at 
the nozzle is useless for any but a 
small blaze. This matter should be 
looked into because it is most Impor- 
tant in view of the new wells at Kalihl 
being connected with the present sjs- 
tem." 


As regards the abandonment of No. 


1 engine during Saturday's flre, Chief 
Hunt said the fact was due in a large 
way to the absence of any other hy- 
drant near by from which to control 
the fire Ewa of the church. 


"It was absolutely necessary that 


the engine be kept at work till the very 
last moment, in view of another change 
of wind, which, with the assistance of 
the engine, would have saved Block 1 
from destruction; but the wind rather 
Increased, and a perfect whirlwind of 
flre suddenly swept through the alley- 
ways on Block 15 and enveloped the 
engine and corner buildings of Block 1 
in a mass of flames. 


"The actual cause of the conflagra- 


tion was the waste of time in endeav- 
oring to eeave the church, but primar- 
ily the sudden rising of the wind, 
which carried the burning ember to the 
church steeple and out of the reach of 
water. 
Our men worked throughout 


like Trojans, and I am more than sat- 
isfied with them for 'their work. 


"After Block 1 caught it was be- 


yond human power to stay the progress 
of the flre," said Chief Hunt. "We could 
have done no better If three times the 
number of engines and men had been 
engaged, because the water supply 
would have prevented success. As re- 
gards hose, we lost about ten lengths 
last Saturday, but have quite sufficient 
on hand to meet any ordinary out- 
break, although we should have a good 
reserve. In view of an emergency like 
the burning of Chinatown. Here is a 
sample of cotton hose, which meets 
with great favor on the Mainland. You 
see, it Is rubber with two coverings 
of woven cotton. It Is cotton-Jacketed 
and does excellent work, and, ahnough 
it requires considerably more attention 
than rubber hose, the wagons can car- 
ry over 250 feet more cotton than rub- 
ber hose and save weight in doing so. 


"Engine No. 1 will soon be at work 


again, and our new engine, ordered 
several months ago. Is on the way and 
should arrive any day. The new en- 
gine is an "Amoskeag," built by the 
Manchester Locomotive Works Com- 
pany of Manchester, N. H., and Is sim- 
ilar in appearance to Nos. 2 and 4, but 
is lighter and has less power, having 
a capacity of 600 gallons a minute 
against the other's 750. 


"Nos. 2 and 4 have been In continual 


use for over fourteen years, and have 
given excellent satisfaction. The new 
engine has several improvements and 
was selected for use at the Plains sta- 
tion. No. 4 will then be brought to 
town and another station built for her 
elsewhere. We will then have flve 
first-class steam engines and the chem- 
ical engine."

SUSPECT. 


A. 
Medeiros, 
Portuguese, 


aged 19 years, member of the 
National Guard, Company C. 
Taken from Oahu jail and sent 
to the battery camp as a sus- 
pect Was serving a ten days' 
sentence, imposed by a court- 
martial, for sleeping on duty. 


The plague situation remains un 


changed, and the hopeful views ex 
pressed yesterday by President Woo 
that conditions might change for the 
better have had a set-back. The death 
of the young Chinaman who was re- 
moved only the night before from Uu 
Roth premises ehows how difficult 1 
Is to prevent cases cropping up here 
and there in the residence portion o 
the city. 


Through the day Ng Gee became 


a more and more pronounced case, anc 
was delirious from noon to the time 
of his death. The bubo In the left fem- 
oral gland swelled so much that the 
entire upper portion of the man's leg 
above the knee was enlarged. In his 
delirium the patient threw himself 
from his mattress often, and numerous 
bruises on his face and legs show the 
violence of his agony. The symptoms 
were slight when Dr. Raymond was 
first called in to see the man, and even 
on 
Tuesday morning the 
Doctor 


thought he had made a mistake. Again 
in the afternoon, after a minute ex- 
amination, Dr. Raymond became clear- 
ly convinced that the man had plague. 
The disease made quick work. 


Go Young Fook, who died yesterday 


morning, was taken from Block 15 on 
January 18th and has since lingered in 
the Chinese pest hospital. The quar- 
ter from which he came was a partic- 
ularly bad one In that block, and sev- 
eral cases were traced to the same lo- 
cality. The Japanese who died at the 
corner of Kukui and Nuuanu streets 
a few nights since is supposed to have 
come from this same quarter. The 
body was at once cremated without 
the formality of a postmortem being 
held.

Board of Health Meeting. 


At the Board of Health meeting held 


yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock there 
were present President Wood, AHor- 
ney General Cooper, George W. Smith. 
Dr. Day, F. M. Hatch and F. W. Low- 
rey. 


A communication was read from the 


Citizens' Sanitary Committee, asking 
that the Board add the name of Judge 
W. L. Stanley to the committee and 
that the same be published. The Board 
approved the selection of Judge Stan- 
ley and the committee was notified to 
that effect 


The committee also requested that 


Lhe Board insert the words "or abode" 
In the health regulation, which at pres- 
ent prohibits a person moving from 
one district to another. This request 
grew out of a court case In which the 
fudge made a distinction between "res- 
idence" and "place of abode." Upon 
motion the Board passed the amend- 
ment suggested by the committee, add- 
ing the words "or abode" to the reg- 
ulation, which will fully cover simi- 
ar cases arising in court. 


President Wood reported the case of 


the Chinese Ng Gee, who had been re- 
moved from the Roth premises to the 
plague hospital, stating what observa- 
tions be had personally made on the 
case, which was originally reported by 
Dr. Raymond, and said it was a most 
pronounced case of plague. He also 
condemned the cottage 
In which the 


patient had been lying, together with 
a stable on Danforth's property and a 
shed belonging to E. R. Hendry, and 
ordered the Fire Department to burn 
them, which was done yesterday morn- 
ing. 
The Board approved the action 


of the president, and also his action In 
removing from the rear of the build- 
ing two large zinc-lined boxes which 
had been stored there the day before, 
and which were destroyed after re- 
moving the contents. 


Question of Opening Stores. 


President Dole 'brought up the 'mat- 


ter of opening the stores on Nuuanu 
street in order that t!he Chinese mlgfht 
be given a chamoe to celebrate their 
New Year stating that it would be very 
distressing to them if not allowed to 
celebrate.

The Relief Committee, under the De- 


partment of the Interior, Is doing ex- 
cellent work In providing employment 
and homes for the Chinese and Japs 
whose term of quarantine has expired 
or Ifi expiring. 


The committee has two camps In 


operation which can accommodate over 
1,500 
people between 
them. No. l 


camp Is situated on Punchbowl street 
opposite the Kawaiahao Church 
and 


will accommodate 500 people; camp 
No. 2 Is at Kauluwela, on Vineyard 
street, and will accommodate over 
1,000 people. 


The special work of the committee, 


as stated. Is to provide homes and food 
for the homeless and penniless people 
discharged •from the detention camps 
till such time as employment can be 
secured for them either on plantations 
or In the city and surrounding dis- 
tricts. 


At No. 1 camp are 260 ;Hawaiians, 


and as soon as these can be removed 
elsewhere their quarters will be filled 
by Asiatics from the camps. At this 
camp food Is provided for the Inmates, 
but at camp No. 2 accommodations 
only are provided. Many of the peo- 
ple at these relief camps have some 
money and are prepared.to accept any 
work where they" may secure homes. 
Others are willing and desirous to go 
to plantations. 


At camp No. 2 are fifteen small stores 


and these have already been applied 
for by Chinese who are anxious to start 
business again. Camp No. 1 is in 
charge of Mr. Lansdale and No. 2 is 
looked after by Mr. Wilson, formerly 
sergeant major of the Sixth United 
States Artillery at Camp McKinley. 


With accommodation 
provided for 


1,500 at these camps and 3,000 more by 
the Japanese Consul, the balance will 
easily be taken care of. 


The labor bureau in connection with 


the relief work has done excellently 
thus far. Letters have been addressed 
to the principal plantation agents in 
the city, and a strong corps of agents, 
both Chinese and Japanese, has been 
steadily working the different camps. 
Hundreds of the people are willing 
and anxious to obtain work on the

They have no baggage, are 
absolutely destitute and homeless, in 
many Instances, and are willing and 
anxious to secure work and a home. 


Professor Richards, who has charge 


of the whole work, states that scores 
have already found work in private 
grounds and as house servants. As 
soon as a man obtains employment his 
place Is filled by new arrivals* It is 
urgently requested that all who desire 
house or yard servants of any descrip- 
tion, help the unfortunate people, who, 
through no fault of their own.

The address of Hon. H. P. Baldwin, 


president of the Board of Trustees and 
the donor of tne new school, was in 
part a resume of the history of Mauna- 
olu, especially mentioning the two flres 
and Che good that resulted from them 
In better and larger school 'buildings. 
Mr. Baldwin spoke 'uoth dn English 
and Hawaiian, 


Dr. Beekwlth'0 remarks were 01 a 


Jovial nature especially addressed to 
ifiha pupllfl of Maunaolu congratulating 
ithem on their good fortune. 
Ehiring 


his address, the doctor asked the audi- 
ence to grant a rote of thanks to Mr. 
b^idwin for his generosity and one to 
Contractor Bell' for hla efforts in the 
construction of the new school 'build- 
ings. 


With ithe consent of tihose present 


Dr. Beckwlbh named the new structure 
Baldwin Hall, though the school will 
•still retain its name, Maunaolu Sem- 
inary. The singing of the doxology 
anded the exercises of the day. 


Effect of Honolulu News. 


Maul people were extremely Shocked 


at tihe news of Mrs. Geo, Boardman's 
death by plague, the announcement of 
which was made by the purser of tihe 
steamer Lehua from Klhei on the 17th. 
Mrs. Boardman was a well-known resi- 
dent of Kahulul some fifteen years 
ago, 
Having full confidence In the national 


Board of Health, nothing like a panic 
ihas taken place as yet among Maul 
people. Still, from time to time, faces 
ihave grown seriou*' and people are 
anxious with thoughts of what might 
(happen If the Infectious disease should 
ever enter tnei Island by the way of 
tihe ports of Kahului, Klhei or Maalaea. 
It woula probably mean the destruction 
"by fire of every plantation village on 
middle Maui from 'the slopes of the 
West Maui mountains to those of Hale- 
atala. The Asiatic population so large- 
ly outnumbers, the whites and Intelli- 
gent natives that no local quarantine 
control or restrictions could be success- 
fully enforced; and the orientals could 
wander from ona settlement to another 
almost at will, thus spreading con- 


tion owing to the pressure of private 
business; for 'ho has enjoyed the repu- 
tation of belngr'an excellent judge, pos- 
sessing both t!he declre for fair play 
and cflat rarest of possessions, "com- 
mon seuse."

was discovered, in digging a trench 
near the drillshbd, and the contents 
were pumped out and the hole thor- 
oughly disinfected. 
The whole place 


has, in fact, been doused with strong 
disinfectants. 


A Chinese woman in the 
Japanese 


camp gave birth to a son at 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and the physicians 
on duty there expect about ten more 
small arrivals within the next few 
days. The sick are being cared for in 
the best possible manner, and are the 
recipients of many delicacies 
from 


charitable citizens. Mr. Doyle wishes 
to express thanks to the ladies who 
have contributed clothing and 
other 


articles. He states, however, 
that 


whole-cloth is more acceptable 
than 


made-up garments, as the women in 
camp are able to do the necessary sew-

The 
story of the men having to work like 
fiends with death staring them in the 
face is all bosih. It is true that our 
pump, used to keep the ship free from 
bilge water, broke and until it was 
repaired a bucket brigade was organiz- 
ed to get rid of the water. Our elec- 
tric light plant also went back on us, 
but -we were amply provided wit'h 
lamps and so were but little Incon- 
venienced. 


"At Yokohama, where our electric 


plant was repaired, I asked for a report 
from Lloyds on the condition of the 
ship. A survey was matte and she was 
reported in first-class condition. Had 
she been in nearly the condition stated 
in the Manila dispatches we would 
never have lived through a real ty- 
phoon, which lasted for four days dur- 
ing our return trip here." 


Col. Hays, who was in command of 


the soldiers on the llanaueneo. is not 
spoken of in the highest terms by the 
ship's officers. They claim his author- 
ity over his men was very poor and 
he seemed to have an idea that he was 
a king of some kind.
